Minutes 

Of  the  Seventy-Eighth  Meeting,  April  24,  1928 


The  78th  meeting  of  the  Trustees  of  the  John  F.  Slater  Fund 
was  held  in  the  office  of  the  General  Education  Board,  New 
York  City,  at  11:00  a.  m.  on  Tuesday,  April  24,  1928. 

Present :  Messrs.  Brown,  Kelsey,  Glenn,  Dillard,  Kirkland, 
Shaw,  Bowie  and  Arnett. 

Dr.  Shaw  presided. 

The  minutes  of  the  meeting  held  on  April  26,  1927,  having 
been  spread  in  full  on  the  report  of  the  Slater  Fund  for  the 
year  ending  September  30,  1927,  were  approved  without  being 
read. 

Dr.  Dillard  informed  the  Board  that  he  had  received  letters 
from  Messrs.  Kearny  and  Venable  regretting  that  they  would 
be  unable  to  be  present. 

Mr.  Charles  S.  Brown,  Chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee, 
presented  his  report,  as  well  as  that  of  the  Treasurer,  and  after 
a  general  discussion  of  the  investments  of  the  Fund  the  reports 
were  adopted  and  ordered  placed  on  file. 

In  accordance  with  the  recommendation  of  the  Education 
Committee  the  following  resolution,  covering  appropriations  for 
1928-1929,  was  unanimously  adopted: 

Resolved ,  That  for  field  work,  session  1928-1929,  Sixty-Eight  Thou¬ 
sand  Dollars  ($68,000)  be  appropriated  from  the  regular  income  of 
the  John  F.  Slater  Fund  and  Seventeen  Thousand  Dollars  ($17,000) 
from  the  income  of  the  Peabody  Donation,  with  the  understanding  that 
at  least  Forty  Thousand  Dollars  ($40,000)  be  expended  in,  support  of 
the  County  Training  Schools  and  that  any  allocation  of  the  balance  of 
Forty-Five  Thousand  Dollars  ($45,000)  be  made  with  the  approval  of 
the  Executive  Committee. 

Dr.  Dillard  informed  the  Board  in  detail  of  the  work  that  he 
and  his  assistants  were  doing  and  of  the  general  educational 
conditions  as  they  found  them  in  the  South  and  Southwest.  He 
spoke  of  the  excellent  services  of  Messrs.  Caldwell  and  Wil¬ 
liams.  He  said  that  in  his  opinion  there  has  been  a  steady  im¬ 
provement  in  educational  facilities  both  in  colleges  and  in  the 
lower  schools,  public  and  private.  The  plan  of  aiding  certain 
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colleges  by  the  payment  of  salaries  to  a  professor  of  English  or 
Science  has  met  with  general  approval.  Dr.  Dillard  reported 
the  publication  of  Nos.  25  and  26  of  Occasional  Papers,  for 
both  of  which  there  has  been  much  demand. 

Mr.  Arnett  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Board  an  article 
which  had  recently  appeared  in  “World’s  Work”  by  Dr.  Dillard, 
entitled  “The  Negro  Goes  to  College.”  On  motion  duly  sec¬ 
onded,  and  by  the  affirmative  vote  of  all  present,  it  was 

Resolved,  that  the  Board,  with  the  approval  of  the  publishers  of 
“World’s  Work”,  arrange  to  have  copies  of  this  most  interesting  article 
printed  and  sold  at  cost  to  those  interested  in  procuring  them. 

Dr.  Dillard  as  chairman  of  the  committee  appointed  at  the 
meeting  held  on  April  26,  1927,  in  connection  with  the  proposed 
memorial  to  be  erected  to  Mr.  John  F.  Slater,  reported  progress, 
and  it  was  the  consensus  of  opinion  of  all  present  that  the  com¬ 
mittee,  consisting  of  Dr.  Dillard  and  the  members  of  the  Fi¬ 
nance  Committee,  be  continued  in  its  present  form. 

Dr.  Glenn  notified  the  Board  that  it  was  his  intention,  at  *the 
next  meeting,  to  offer  an  amendment  to  the  By-Laws  whereby 
Article  VIII  should  be  corrected  to  read: 

There  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Chairman  at  each  annual  meeting  the 
following  Committees : 

(1)  An  Executive  Committee  consisting  of  not  less  than  five  members. 

(2)  An  Education  Committee  consisting  of  not  less  than  five  members. 

(3)  A  Finance  Committee  consisting  of  not  less  than  three  members. 

This  being  the  annual  meeting,  officers  for  the  ensuing  year 
were  elected  as  follows: 

Albert  Shaw,  Chairman;  J.  H.  Dillard,  President;  Miss  G.  C. 
Mann,  Secretary;  Chatham  Phenix  National  Bank  and  Trust 
Company,  Treasurer. 

The  Chairman  then  appointed  the  following  Standing  Com¬ 
mittees  : 

Executive:  John  M.  Glenn,  Chairman;  Albert  Shaw,  W. 
Russell  Bowie,  Warren  Kearny,  Trevor  Arnett. 

Finance:  Charles  S.  Brown,  Chairman;  Clarence  H.  Kelsey, 
Trevor  Arnett. 

Education:  J.  H.  Dillard,  Chairman;  Francis  P.  Venable, 
James  H.  Kirkland,  Clarence  H.  Kelsey,  Joseph  D.  Eggleston. 

There  being  no  further  business,  the  meeting  adjourned.

County  Training  Schools 


These  are  public  schools,  belonging  to  the  counties  as  part 
of  the  regular  county  system.  They  were  originally  started 
through  the  cooperation  of  the  Slater  Fund.  During  the  sev¬ 
enteen  years  that  have  passed  since  the  first  four  were  estab¬ 
lished,  they  have  shown  the  advantages  of  cooperation.  While 
supported  mainly  by  public  tax  funds  they  have  been  aided  not 
only  by  the  Slater  Fund  but  by  the  General  Education  Board, 
the  Carnegie  Corporation,  and  the  Rosenwald  Fund.  In  some 
of  them  there  is  a  teacher  of  agriculture  who  is  paid  by  the 
Federal  Government. 

County  Training  Schools  were  established  for  the  purpose 
of  supplying  at  least  one  good  central  school  in  the  county, 
which  might  in  time  become  a  high  school.  They  were  to 
have  not  less  than  eight  grades  and  a  term  of  not  less  than 
eight  months.  It  was  expected  that  they  would  gradually  add 
high  school  grades,  and  that  when  they  should  become  accred¬ 
ited  high  schools  they  would  be  dropped  from  the  list.  In 
1927-28  there  were  104  which  reported  a  four-year  high  school 
course,  distributed  as  follows :  Alabama  14 ;  Arkansas  3 ; 
Florida  1 ;  Georgia  3 ;  Kentucky  7 ;  Louisiana  12 ;  Maryland  2 
(only  these  on  list);  Mississippi  4;  North  Carolina  19;  Okla¬ 
homa  3;  South  Carolina  5;  Tennessee  9;  Texas  12;  Virginia  10.

The  plan  has  been  to  reduce  gradually  the  amount  contrib¬ 
uted  from  outside  sources.  There  are  57  which  receive  only 
$100  from  the  Slater  Fund,  this  amount  to  be  spent  in  repairs 
or  equipment.

BY-LAWS 
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By-Laws 


I.  The  officers  of  the  Board  shall  be  a  Chairman  and  a  President, 
chosen  from  the  members,  and  a  Treasurer  and  a  Secretary,  who  may 
or  may  not  be  members  of  the  Board.  These  officers  shall  be  elected 
by  ballot  at  each  annual  meeting  and  shall  hold  office,  unless  removed, 
until  their  successors  have  been  chosen,  and  vacancies,  when  they  oc¬ 
cur,  shall  be  filled  by  ballot. 

II.  The  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  shall  be  held  on  the  fourth 
Tuesday  in  April,  at  such  time  and  place  as  shall  be  designated  by  the 
Board  or  the  President.  Special  meetings  may  be  called  by  the  Presi¬ 
dent  or  the  Executive  Committee  at  such  times  and  places  as  in  their 
judgment  may  be  necessary,  and  shall  be  called  on  the  written  requi¬ 
sition  of  three  members. 

III.  Five  members  of  the  Board  shall  be  a  quorum  for  the  transaction 
of  business. 

IV.  The  Chairman  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Board  and, 
unless  it  is  otherwise  ordered,  shall  appoint  all  standing  or  special 
committees.  In  the  absence  of  the  Chairman,  the  members  assembled 
at  any  meeting,  may  elect  a  chairman  pro  tempore. 

V.  The  President  shall  direct  the  educational  activities  of  the  Board, 
shall  call  all  meetings  of  the  Board,  as  hereinbefore  provided,  and  shall 
perform  such  other  duties  as  are  incumbent  upon  him. 

VI.  The  Secretary  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  the  meetings  of  the 
Board  and  shall  publish  its  proceedings  annually  for  general  distribu¬ 
tion. 

VII.  The  Treasurer  shall  have  custody  of  all  money  and  assets  of  the 
Corporation,  shall  collect  all  funds,  revenues,  etc.,  due  the  same,  shall 
deposit,  as  soon  as  received,  all  money,  checks,  funds,  etc.,  in  the  name 
of  the  Corporation,  in  a  bank  or  banks  designated  by  the  Finance  Com¬ 
mittee,  except  that  if  the  Treasurer  be  a  trust  company  it  shall  itself 
care  for  such  funds,  shall  pay  warrants  only  when  countersigned  by 
the  President,  shall  retain  vouchers  for  all  disbursements,  shall  keep  a 
detailed  account  of  all  the  receipts,  revenues,  and  expenditures  of  the 
Corporation,  and  furnish  annually,  or  whenever  required,  a  statement 
of  the  same,  shall  hold  the  books,  accounts,  vouchers,  etc.,  at  all  times 
subject  to  the  inspection  of  the  members  of  the  Board,  and  shall  re¬ 
ceive  such  compensation  as  may  be  determined  by  the  Board. 

VIII.  There  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Chairman  at  each  annual 
meeting  the  following  Committees: 
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(1)  An  Executive  Committee  consisting  of  five  members, 

(2)  An  Education  Committee  consisting  of  five  members, 

(3)  A  Finance  Committee  consisting  of  three  members. 

IX.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  have  all  the  powers  of  the 
Board  between  the  meetings  of  the  Trustees,  except  that  no  real  estate 
shall  be  sold  and  no  change  of  general  policy  shall  be  initiated  by  it. 
Three  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  busi¬ 
ness. 

X.  The  Education  Committee  shall  be  charged  with  the  duty  of 
studying  education  in  the  South,  and  of  reporting  to  the  Board  at  the 
annual  meeting  with  regard  to  the  special  educational  work  of  the 
Fund,  and  also  in  regard  to  any  other  educational  matters  to  which 
their  attention  may  be  directed. 

XI.  Subject  at  all  times  to  the  instructions  and  approval  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  the  Finance  Committee  shall  have  the  authority 
to  invest  and  reinvest  the  funds  of  the  corporation  and  to  sell  and 
dispose  of  the  securities  and  investments  of  the  corporation  at  their 
discretion.  The  Finance  Committee  shall  have  the  authority  to  make 
contracts  for  the  sale  of  any  real  estate  now  or  hereafter  belonging 
to  the  corporation,  such  contracts  to  be  signed  by  any  two  members 
of  the  Finance  Committee. 

All  securities  in  the  custody  of  the  Treasurer,  belonging  to  the  cor¬ 
poration,  shall  be  held  for  “The  Trustees  of  the  John  F.  Slater  Fund” 
and  any  shares  of  stock  and  bonds,  if  registered,  shall  be  held  in  the 
name  of  “The  Trustees  of  the  John  F.  Slater  Fund.”  Unregistered 
or  coupon  bonds  may,  however,  be  held  by  the  Treasurer  for  the  cor¬ 
poration.  Any  securities  belonging  to  the  corporation  may  be  sur¬ 
rendered  and  sold  by  the  Treasurer  when  authorized  by  a  resolution 
of  the  Finance  Committee  certified  by  the  Secretary. 

XII.  In  the  case  of  the  absence  or  disability  of  the  Treasurer,  the 
Finance  Committee  shall  have  power  to  fill  the  vacancy  temporarily. 

XIII.  Vacancies  in  the  Board  shall  be  filled  by  ballot,  at  any  reg¬ 
ular  or  special  meeting  duly  called. 

XIV.  These  By-Laws  may  be  altered  or  amended  at  any  annual  or 
special  meeting,  by  the  vote  of  the  majority  of  all  the  members  of  the 
Board,  provided  notice  of  the  amendment  has  been  given  five  days  in 
advance  of  said  meeting.
